Two thousand Parisians from all 
ranks of society stuffed the assize 


room of the Palace of Justice 
apparently .with’@n eye to seeing 
how the small, red-haired, mouse- 
like friend of Germany would 
take it. 

Elegantly garbed women fought 
their way to the front seats while 
others became _ self-appointed 
“newsmen for the day” on the 
press benches. Lawyers and news- 
paper men gallantly sat on the 
floor in front of the witness dock. 
The scene resembled a bullfight; 
the atmosphere that of a turkish 
bath, 

People Cry for Death. 

As the jurors filed back after 
_three quarters of an hour of de- 
liberation, the courtroom rang 
with cries of “a mort, a mort’— 
the public’s indorsement of their 
decision. 

The crowd rose in protest when 
Paquis uttered a loud “vive la 
France” whén the sentence was 
read pronouncing him guilty of 
intelligence with the enemy and 
deliberate demoralization of the 
French Army. 

Seated behind his lawyer, Noel 
Felice, with his chin in his fist, 
Paquis followed the proceedings

LUENEBERG, Germany, Sept. 
18 (AP)—A British Army doctor 
who inspected the Belsen concen- 
tration camp the day it was lib- 
erated told a British military 
court today he found most of its 
living inmates emaciated and dis- 
eased and without sanitation fa- 
cilities. 

The physician. Brigadier Glyn 
Hughes, was the first witness 
called at the trial of Josef Kra- 
mer, the “Beast of Belsen” and 44 
other SS. men and women 
charged with conspiracy to commit 
deliberate mass murder. 

At the opening of the trial yes- 
terday, the chief prosecutor said 
the defendants were guilty of 
causing the deaths of thousands 
of prisoners at Belsen and of re- 
ducing the survivors to such 
degradation that they were driven 
to cannibalism. 

Doctor Inspected Camp. 

Hughes, formerly chief medical 
of the British Second Army, iden- 
tified as exhibits for the prosecu- 
tion the preliminary medical re- 
port he filed on the Belsen camp 
April 19 and a number of photo- 
graphs taken in his presence on 
April 15, the day the camp was 
liberated. . 

In a press conference on April 
17, Hughes gave an account of 
Belsen’s nameless thousands of 
dead and of the degraded and 
despairing living. 

The prosecution announced that 
witnesses would give evidence 
that Kramer and his aids were 
guilty of inhuman and unbeliev- 
ably cruel practices at Belsen, and 
that Kramer and 11 of the other 
defendants were guilty of equal if 
not greater crimes of extermina- 
tion at the Auschwitz camp in 
Poland.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 — The 


Missouri Valley Authority bill ran 


into a rather chilly reception to-. 


day before a subcommittee of the 
Senate Irrigation and Reclama- 
tion Committee at the opening of 
the second round of hearings. 

Senator James E. Murray of 
Montana, author of the legislation 
and the first witness, was inter- 
rupted frequently with questions 
intended to challenge arguments 
he made in behalf of the proposal. 
These questions were put by the 
only two subcommittee members 
present, Senator Chan Gurney 
(Rep.), South Dakota, and the 
chairman, Senator John H. Over- 
ton (Dem.), Louisiana. 

Overton, an avowed opponent of 
the bill, was chairman also of the 
subcommittee of the Commerce 
Committee which considered the 
flood control and navigations fea- 
tures of the MVA bill last spring 
and returned an adverse report. 
The present hearing is to consider 
the irrigation and _ reclamation 
features of the bill, but witnesses 
are permitted broad latitude in 
discussing the bill as a whole. A 
third hearing, before the Senate's 
Agriculture and Forestry Commit- 
tee, will follow, There the bill 
is expected to receive a more 
friendly reception. 

Murray's Plea. 

Senator Murray, when he wasn't 
being interrupted by questions, 
presented a plea for adoption of 
his bill as a means of arresting a 
25-year decline in the Missouri 
Valley’s industry and population. 

He was followed by F. R. Von 
Windegger, president of the Plaza 
Bank in St. Louis, who offered 
what he called a banker's state- 
ment of assets and liabilities for 
the MVA proposal. He found that 
“the assets so far outweighed the 
liabilities “that the Missouri Val- 
ley Authority is entitled to all the 
credit it wants.” 

A third witness to be heard to- 
day was Herman Pritchett, assist- 
ant professor of political science 
at the University of Chicago. Wit- 
nesses this week are to be those 
who support the bill. Opponents 
will be heard next week. 

Despite the tremendous natural 
resources and potential produc. 
tiveness of the nine-state Missouri 
Valley watershed, Senator Murray 
told the subcommittee it has con- 
tinuously since 1920 lost popula- 
tion and its industry has been on 
the downgrade. The Valley states 
sent 54 members to the House of 
Representatives in 1900, he pointed 
out, but now there are only 42. 
Representation in Congress is in 
proportion to population. 


Valley Needs Development. 


“The only way to rescue the

‘it is founded on fear that it will 
injure a real or fancied vested in- 
terest. Most of the arguments ad- 
i'vanced against the MVA were lev- 
/eled at the proposed TVA legisla- 
ition 12 years ago. These argu- 
‘ments have been fully answered 
‘by the Tennessee Valley Author- 
‘ity’s successful record.” 
| On the other hand, Senator 
|Murray cited widespread public 
|approval of the MVA plan, as re-

Reclamation, Army “Unity.” 


Overton sought to make the 
point in questioning Murray 
that the Army Engineers and 
Bureau of Reclamation had go 
thoroughly resolved their differ- 
ences that there was now one co- 
ordinated plan for development of 
the Missouri Valley. This Murray 
denied, saying the agreement was 
a hastily concocted affair, reached 
only to head off the move for 
creation of an MVA, 

Gurney said that Army Engi- 
neers had made, for years, a thor- 
ough study of every phase of the 
river, and he wanted to know if 
interposition of a new agency— 
the MVA—would not delay the 
carrying out of needed develop- 
re 

There would be no delay, Mur- 
ray assured him, because the bill 
provided that the MVA, when cre- 
ated, should go ahead with work 
that was ready, and established a 


economic balance. It cannot pros- 
per on the basis of a raw material | 
economy—it must balance its raw |

‘development.” 

He attributed the valley’s pop- 
ulation loss to the relative disad- 
vantage of the area in economic 
opportunities, “A large proportion 
of the young people who grow up 
in the valley,” he said, “after get- 
ting their education are compelled 
to move away in search of an op- 
portunity in life. 

“If the great resources of the 
valley are properly developed as 
proposed under the MVA bill, it 
will put an end to the steady loss 
of population; it will stop the drain 
on local and Federal treasuries for 
relief purposes, and it will increase 
very greatly the taxable wealth 
of the vajley states and its peo- 
ple. 

“With the vast debt which the

Time to Profit From TVA, 

Von Windegger said the time 
had come to profit from the mag- 
nificent success of the TVA by 
harnessing the Missouri for the 
benefit of all the people of its 
watershed. 

On the asset side of the MVA 
ledger he listed its opportunities 
for co-ordinated flood control, soil 
conservation, irrigation, waterway 
transportation, power development 
and cultural advantages.

Asahi Editorials. 


One of the editorials in Asahi | 
declared in part that the United |

“Let them awaken to a sense of 
compensation for their acts and | 
their responsibility. for reconstruc- | 
tion,” the editorial continued. 

“We should tell them plainly | 
that it is impossible for Japan to 
attain reconstruction by her own 
‘power alone and endeavor to let! 
them recognize the fact that the 
_return of Japan to democracy and 
her participation in international] 
trade would never go against the 
interests of the United States and 
the welfare of the world.” 

Asahi argued that “we should

restoration of Japan.” 

The material was “found to be 
in violation of a directive pro-j|

ity, destructively criticising the 
Allied powers. or containing false 
statements,” MacArthur’s order | 
said. ! 
The editorials were cited as con- | 
taining evidence of an intent to} 
evade both the letter and the | 
spirit of censorship. 

Circulation of 3,000,000, 

Asahi, highly-regarded by Jap.- | 
anese intellectuals and boasting | 
the most modern equipment of | 
any Tokyo newspaper, was the | 
first newspaper to run afoul of 
MacArthur’s new and stricter cen- 
sorship directive. Before the war, 
Asahi had a circulation of 3,000,- | 
000. 

The supreme commander held} 
that Asahi’s headlines were in-| 
flammatory whenever possible and | 
cited as an example one of Mon-| 
day which said: “Shipping situa- 
tion extremely  critical—present | 
420,000 tons suicidal.” 

He also charged that Asahi had 
selected foreign news with the| 
intent of planting discontennt in 
the public mind and creating the 
impression that Japan was abused, 

One such article said in part 
that “the world, which has turned 
its eyes toward Japan, does not 
look on with pity or sympathy; on 
the contrary, with doubt and sus- 
picion.” 

Air Service Permitted. 

While MacArthur showed the 
Japanese he would not tolerate in- 
cendiarism in their press, he eased 
restrictions on the grounded air 
service radiating from Tokyo. 

His headquarters announced 
that service could be resumed, 
provided no more than four frans- 
port planes were in the air at one 
time. The order was subject to 
cancellation when it ceases to 
further Allied interests. 

The occupation of this defeated 
country proceeded quietly.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18—An- 
other spectacular mission per- 
formed by personnel of the Office 
of Strategic Services was revealed 
today in the continuing now-it- 
can-be-told story of that unit of 
the War Department. 

The newly disclosed episode 
deals with activities in northern 
Italy last April. Four hours be- 


fore Maj. J. A. Rogers of Porters- 
ville, Calif., and his crew were 
scheduled to parachute into occu- 
pied territory on speeial assign- 
ment for the OSS, he was told 
that word had reached OSS head- 
quarters from Italian partisans in 
the north, advising him not to 
come. 


“The Germans.are cleaning up,” 
the partisan message read. “Too 
dangerous for personnel in uni- 
form.” 


But Maj. Rogers was determined 
to go, and obtained special per- 
mission despite the dire warning. 
With him went Capt. Joseph Lu- 
kitsch of Cleveland, Sgt. Ray Al- 
cini of Detroit, and Sgt. Pete 
Spikas, Athens, O. 

The result was highly success- 
ful. Rogers and his crew organ- 
ized one of the most spectacular 
examples of air target spotting 
ever achieved in Italy. 

Destroy Strategic Village. 

When the crew dropped near a 
small village they discovered that 
the town was completely occupied 
and garrisoned by the enemy. 
The garrison had the task of pro- 
tectiig the nearby north-south 
railway line over which the Nazis 
were bringing supplies to the 
front. By radio to OSS headquar- 
ters, Maj. Rogers identified the 
village, and the Army Air Forces 
at once destroyed it, killing more 
than 1500 of the enemy and open- 
ing the rail line to heavy attacks 
by the partisans. 

Rogers and his men also organ- 
ized OSS supply “drops” to the 
partisans in the area, armed them 
and led them against the Germans | 
during the @nemy retreat in Italy. | 
They also  obiasted important 
bridges in the rear of the enemy 
forces,

‘ernments he believed should be 
changed, he said, “I'll have to 
think about it.” Greece apparent- 
ly was one of them, however. 
” He said the Russians had placed 
a memorandum on Greece before 
the council of foreign ministers, 
where the United States is repre- 
sented by Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes. 

“You may rest assured that the 
Soviet Union feels that the sooner 
an actually democratic govern- 
ment is set up in Greece, the bet- 
ter ‘it will be for Greece and her 
allies,” Molotov said. 


Molotov did not expand his 
“prain of truth” remarks about 
Soviet desires for trusteeship of 
Tripolitania, the western part of 
the large Italian colony of Cire- 
naica (Libya), which lies just east 
of the French holdings of Tunisia. 
“tT shall defer my comment on 
those reports,” he said. 


Dubious of U.S. Plan. 

He told the correspondents his 
government is dubious about how 
the principle of “collective trus- 
teeship” of colonies would work 
out, since it has never been tried. 
The United States proposed this 
system. for Italian colonies, with 
the United Nations rather than a 
single state acting as trustees. 


“To those who think that the 
principle of collective trusteeship 
is good, one may point to certain 
other territories (besides the 
Italian colonies) to which it might 
be applied, and this would make 
us bolder in the application of 
that principle,” Molotov said. 

He declined to elaborate. There

For and Against Kagawa 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

First Niemoeller, now Kagawa—what 
lies behind these persistent attempts to 
discredit those who, rightly or wrongly, 
have come to symbolize the German and 
Japanese Christians? Is it just Nazi 
racialism in reverse, or is it something 
still more sinister? 

If it is true that the bombing of Japan 
caused Kagawa to abandon his pac- 
ifism, that is one of the tragedies of 
the war, Many British and American 
pacifists have likewise given up their 
pacifism as a result of the apparent in- 
ability of so-called “Christian” nations 
to deal with Fascism and militarism ex- 
cept by imitating their methods. 

At least, Kagawa was enough of a 
Christian to oppose Japanese aggression 
in China when Americans were still sell- 
ing the Japanese militarists scrap iron 
and airplane engines. As late as 1944, 
he was enough of a Christian to be jailed 
the third time for anti-militarism. 

Kagawa was enough of a Christian to 
refuse to fall in with the despicable and 
undemocratic (because not disclosed to 
the American people) attempt of some 
American propagandists to use the Japa- 
‘mese church as.a pawn for political pur- 
poses—an attempt which, in view of 
the relatively small number of Japanese 
Christians, could only have led to the 
extermination of the Japanese church. 
If Kagawa erred, he did so to save the 
Christian church in Japan, not for the 
gzake of the militarists. “My ideal, and 
that of the militarists,” he said, “are 
two things”; i. e., two different things. 

Finally, Kagawa is still enough of a 
Christian to say, “Everyone must re- 
pent, including me.” How many of his 


critics have said as much?

Alcoa, Behemoth No. 1 


In calling on Congress for the introduction of 
competition in the aluminum industry by split- 
ting up the Aluminum Co, of America, Attorney 
General Clark has lifted his lance against what 

_is probably Behemoth No. 1 of United States in- 

dustry. For aluminum, a necessity of national 
defense and a need in every home, cannot be 
purchased in the United States or anywhere else 
in the world without an obeisance to Alcoa. 
Yet 18 years’ effort by the Government to com- 
pel the opening of the industry to competition 
has produced precisely no result whatever, though 
Alcoa’s basic patents expired 36 years ago. 

The United States Government found early in 
its national defense program what it means to 
a nation’s safety for a private enterpriser to 
be allowed to keep production low and price 
high in the interest of profit only. There had 
already been a shortage in United States alumi- 
num production, in 1925-27, amounting to 119,- 
000,000 pounds, but AJcoa, instead of expanding 
its plants, had bought the difference from Ger- 
many. When our airplane production program 
called for 800,000,000 pounds of aluminum in 
1939, Alcoa was producing in all less than half 
that amount. 

Moreover, though Alcoa declared it had 
achieved substantial operating economies be- 
tween the two world wars, its price for alumi- 
num ingots was nearly 1 cent a pound more 
in 1939 than in 1911. And when the Govern- 
ment, getting tough, obtained a 25 per cent re- 
duction in price, Alcoa produced aluminum: at 
profits so huge that in 1943 the Government 
retrieved $76,000,000 in excess profits on $500,- 
000,000 in contracts. 

Alcoa is a member of an international cartel 
which has inflated prices, restricted production, 
divided world markets into monopolistic domains 
and throttled competitive metals, according to 
the report made last year by Senator Kilgore’s 
subcommittee on war mobilization. In the case 
of magnesium, a competitive light metal, Alcoa, 
through cartel agreements with the Dow Chemi- 
cal Co. in this country and IG Farben in Ger- 
many, was so successful that in 1938 the United 
States’ production of magnesium was less than 
one-fourth as much as Germany’s. 

Alcoa’s pretensions that it is not a monopoly 
are convincing only for the very legalistic or the 
very naive. In the course of the anti-trust suit 
against the company, it contended in 1941 that 
it endured “direct and bitter competition” from 
the Aluminum Goods Manufacturing Co.—a cor- 
poration in which it owned a 29 per cent inter- 
est. It points today to the Reynolds Metals Co. 
as a competitor, yet Reynolds, Attorney General 
Clark says, has to rely on Alcoa for alumina, 
the raw material of aluminum. Reynolds is not 
likely to make itself a formidable competitor of 
a giant upon whose tolerance part of its supply 
of raw materials depends. 

Alcoa is a tough nut to crack, but after all 
these years the United States Government may 
now be equal to the task. The Government owns, 
through the Defense Plant Corporation, more 
than half the aggregate aluminum plant in the 
country. Disposition of the Government-owned 
plant capacity by Congress in accordance with a 
determined plan to make Alcoa face real compe- 
tition for the first time in more than a half- 
century could produce results that would serve 
every consumer’s pocketbook and the nation’s 
best interest. ; 
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Shackles on Home Construction 

President Truman in his recent message to 
Congress said that housing construction offers 
“the largest single opportunity for the rapid post- 
war expansion of private investment and em- 
ployment.” He noted the general agreement 
that a million to a million and a half new homes 
should be built annually in this country for the 
next 10 years. 

It is most timely that the special Senate com- 
mittee on small business now issues a report 
showing the many handicaps in the way of realiz- 
ing this opportunity. The construction industry, 
it says, is “shackled by practices which were de- 
veloped to protect either jobs or profits.” It 
finds all in the industry—manufacturers, dis- 
tributors, contractors and labor—guilty of these 
obstructive practices. New processes are sup- 
pressed, costs are kept high, union restrictions 
are severe. A good statement on the situation 
was given in the testimony of Maj. Gen. Flem- 
ing, Federal Works Agency Administrator, which 
appears in the Mirror of Public Opinion today. 

There is nothing unexpected in the commit- 
tee’s arraignment, for these restrictions have 
long been a matter of common knowledge and 
complaint. The value of the report is in its fine 
summary of conditions, and its call to action for 
their reform. So paramount is the need for 
more and better housing, so vast are the indus- 
try’s employment possibilities, that continuance 
of the old restrictions in the postwar period 
should not be tolerated. 
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Corsets as Barometers 

If the eye be shrewd enough, can it not read 
the fashion of woman’s garb for true portents of 
prosperity or calamity, peace or war? Centuries 
of philosophers and preachers have thought so, 
but it remains for Capt. Liddell Hart, the noted 
British military analyst, to bring the talents of 
his trade to this grave problem. 

“Women appear to be especially sensitive to 
the atmosphere of the time and the spirit which 
determines its political trend,” Capt. Hart be- 
lieves. “Curves signify contentment; the verti- 
cal line expresses discontent.” Thus, the hoop- 
skirt era and the Victorian Age were tranquil 
and decidedly curvacious, but straight lines were 
the rage just before the French Revolution. And 
as we know now, the shapeless suits of 1913 and 
the low waistline of the 1920s presaged apple- 
selling and the rise of Adolf Hitler, 

Alas, Capt. Hart, like any mere man in the 
street, confesses to confusion before today’s 
mixed portents. Furthermore, his basic theory 
stands a troublesome step short of perfection. 

_Rather than reflect the temper of the time, is 
it not possible that woman’s dress causes it? 
When injudicious slacks assail the eye and head- 
gear goes haywire, when the female torso is 
either draped or tortured into weirdly unnatural 
forms, is it not possible that men go to war 
for escape or sink in depression because a cer- 
tain subtle joy has fled from all enterprise?

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Time to End Delay on War Crimes 

One of the most notorious among the Nazi 
war criminals, Josef Kramer, has gone on trial 
for his life before a British military court. 
Kramer was the boss of the Belsen concentration 
camp, where 30,000 or more of Germany’s pris- 
oners were done to death with fiendishly scien- 
tific deliberation. Before that, he was one of the 
commanders at Auschwitz, where an estimated 
4,000,000 were murdered. 

His face is unforgettable to those who have 
seen the Post-Dispatch display of enlarged 
atrocity pictures, in St. Louis and over the coun- 
try. Cruel, grim, heavy-browed, unshaven, the 
arch-murderer’s portrait dominated the entrance 
to the exhibit. Nor will the piles of corpses and 
the aimless hordes of living dead that were 
Kramer’s handiwork _be forgotten. 

The trial of Kramer and 44 of his assistant 
executioners is a fitting start in bringing to 
justice the sadists whose methods of proving 
Aryan “superiority” horrified the world. But it 
is only a start. Meanwhile, there is dishearten- 
ing news of still more, delays in trying major 
officials and industrial leaders, delays that cause 
Justice Jackson, this country’s chief prosecutor, 
to say that the United States may have to go 
ahead on its own if Russia, Britain and France 
are not ready by Nov. 1. 

It was probably no easy task to prepare the 


‘cases against Kramer and his SS aids, all rela- 


tively obscure figures, but the job has been 
done. Then why is so much time required to as- 
semble the evidence against such conspicuous 
criminals as Goering, Ribbentrop, Von Papen, 
Ley, Doenitz, Keitel, Streicher, Funk, Schacht, 
Krupp and others? 

The delay is not alone in preparing the cases, 
however. Russia has not even named a prose- 
cutor, after withdrawing its first choice. Only 
the United States has chosen its members of the 
four-power court. Certainly there can be no sub- 
stantial excuse for the failure of the three other 
countries to take these simple preliminary steps. 

Trial by an international tribunal is to be pre- 
ferred, as a demonstration of Allied solidarity 
and a precedent for joint action against crimi- 
nals who violate the law of nations. But Kramer 
is being tried by a British court, and the United 
States would be quite justified in proceeding 
alone to try the major offenders in our custody. 

At the same time, the Allied world is entitled 
to explanations from the three dilatory powers 
as to their delays and their failure to co-operate. 
One of the first and least controversial war aims 
was punishment of the men guilty of causing 
and carrying on the war. ‘The surviving vic- 
tims and public opinion in general demand 
justice not only for such mass murderers as 
Kramer, but also for the Nazi chiefs, the General 
Staff and the industrialists who shared the guilt. 
It is inconceivable that Britain, France and Rus- 
sia want to see the trials break down and the 
guilty escape, but the delays they are now caus- 
ing are a discouraging symptom. 
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Britain’s Fabian Socialism 

Some American critics of Britain’s new Labor 
Government look through the glass darkly at its 
Socialist label and term it a Communist outfit. 
The truth of the matter, as Representative 
Sabath of Illinois points out, is that of the 644 
members of the House of Commons, only two 
are members of the Communist party. 

There are many different brands of Socialism, 
and that which has come to power in Britain has 
a different parenthood, program and technique 
than that which followed Marx, Engels, Bebel 
and Jaures on the Continent. The British group 
has a trace of the Levelers of Cromwell's days, 
quickened by the. injustices of the Industrial 
Revolution into the social gospel of Robert 
Dale Owen, John Ruskin and the later Fabians. 

The Marxian doctrine looked to the revolt of 
the masses to establish workers’ economic and 
social control, 

The Fabian doctrine was evolved by a bril- 
liant group of philosophical Socialists in Britain 
before the turn of the century. The British In- 


‘dependent Labor party (now the Labor party) 


grew out of it. The essence of this approach is 
the gradual nature of the transition. Giving it a 
dirty name doesn’t change the fact that it is 
based on consent, not coercion. 
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America’s Course in Europe 
They are the real rulers of Europe’s immediate 
destiny who meet as the Council of Foreign Min- 
isters in London’s Lancaster House.

It is prayerfully hop@d that appreciation for 
the pitfalls of power, agd the dangers of misuse 
inherent in it, will guide the American repre- 
sentatives in London. To give proof that they 
will be so guided, Mr. Byrnes must do more to 
assure representative government in Europe than 
call in for consultation, as he did last week, all 
State Department representatives in the Bal- 
kans, and confer with King Peter. At the same 
time that we put pressure on those governments 
in the Russian zone before treaties are made 
with them, we must be equally insistent on 
democracy in Greece, where reactionaries are 
in power, and ir Italy, where the despised House 
of Savoy is still in the ascendant. 

The United States, with an interest in all of 
Europe and a special interest in no one part of it, 
is in the best position to insist on complete re- 
view of the status of all new governments there. 
Our interest is neither pro- nor anti-Russian nor 
pro- nor anti-British. We want a safe Europe 
reconstructed in each nation along the popular 
lines set forth in the Moscow Declaration. Free 
choice of free peoples is more than our own way 
It should be our policy in conducting 
the business of diplomacy.

**No foreseeable limits” to demand for new building if costs are 
cut and methods modernized, official says; urges annual wage for 
“ workers, building code reform and ending of monopolies; public 
works alone can't stabilize industry, but the plans should be ready. 


Statement by Maj. Gen. Philip B. Fleming, Federal Works Agéncy 


Administrator, Before Senate Small Business Committee \. 


Ordinarily, construction activities account 
for about a tenth of the national income. 
Of all construction, about a third normally 
is public construction. 


This means that if the postwar national 
income is to be maintained at 150 billion 
dollars a year, a figure many economists 
consider necessary to sustain something 
like full employment, we should expect an 
annual investment of around 15 billions in 
the products of construction, and that a 
third, or five billions of this, should be pub- 
lic investment. 


There is nothing to indicate that private 
capital is prepared to finance anywhere 
near 10 billion dollars’ worth of construc- 
tion annually, and it is equally obvious that 
Federal, state and local agencies are far 
from being prepared to undertake five bil- 
lion dollars’ worth. 


Costs Are Far Too High 


A variety of obstacles to construction 
bear especially heavily on the small con- 
tractor, Building costs generally are far 
higher than they should be. Although other 
sectors of the economy have made remark- 
able technological advances in the last 50 
years, construction methods are about the 
same today as they were 100 years ago. 


Certain parts of the operation, principally 
earth-moving, transportation of materials 
and hoisting, have been successfully mech- 
anized, and some structural parts, such as 
doors and window frames, are now pre- 
fabricated in the factory. Yet buildings 
are still produced by about the same meth- 
ods as were used in our grandfathers’ day. 
House-building remains almost entirely 
hand work, 

Monopolies in the field of materials, and 
a variety of practices in restraint of com- 
petition, bear heavily on the cost of build- 
ing. Because of fluctuations in demand, 
and the seasonal character of construction 
over most of the nation, building craftsmen 
have tried to compensate for long or fre- 
quent periods of idleness by limiting the 
number of apprenticeships and by obtain- 
ing high hourly wages through collective 
bargaining, 

A high hourly wage is no index to the 
standard of living the wage worker and his 
family can maintain, however. In no field 
does the guaranteed annual wage appear 
to be so desirable as in construction. 


Restrictions on Materials 


Building codes frequently present their 
own obstacles. These codes vary from state 
to state, and from city to city within the 
same state. Although all of them ostensibly 
have been framed to protect health and 
property, some are unbelievably lax and 
others excessively rigid, 

Many local codes discriminate against the 
use of certain materials for no apparent 
reason except to benefit manufacturers of 
rival materials. Many codes contain re- 
quirements which appear to be designed to 
make unnecessary work for certain groups 
of building craftsmen, 

Speculation in land has still further add- 
ed to construction costs, 

All these are among the reasons why tens 
of millions of our people are still wretched- 
ly housed, and why home ownership is be- 
yond the reach of all but those workers in 
the higher wage brackets.

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categories: To meet consumer demand— 
such as for homes, hotels, restaurants and 
theaters; to increase or replace productive 
plant; to provide the social overhead, such 
as highways, schools, hospitals, water sup- 
ply and sewerage, 


The nineteenth century was a period of 
feverish building’as the population rapidly 
increased and the American frontier was 
pushed steadily westward to the Pacific. 
This period of rapid national geographical 
expansion has closed. Although population 
continues to increase, it is at a much slower 
rate than formerly. Yet there are no fore- 
seeable limits to consumer demand for con- 
atruction since there are no limits to the 
desire for better homes. 


Schools and Hospitals Needed 


Construction of productive plant appears 
to be a less promising field for the future, 
largely because of the great volume of plant 
construction carried out during the war, 
although there will be a continuing need for 
plant replacements and for expansions and 
alterations dictated by technological changes 
in production methods, 


Next to housing, building of the social 
overhead appears to offer the most prom- 
ising field for the future. Most of our high- 
way network is far behind modern require- 
ments. Millions of children are still at- 
tending classes in wretched and unsafe 
school buildings, There are hundreds of 
counties without a single hospital. Streams 
are constantly being polluted; thousands of 
communities still lack an abundant supply 
of uncontaminated water, and floods con- 
tinue to reap a tragic annual harvest of 
lives and property. There is much work 
ahead, provided we have the will to do it. 


I do not contend that public works alone 
can be used to stabilize the entire economy. 
They can and should be used, however, to 
stabilize the construction industry. A stabil- 
ized construction industry would contribute 
greatly to the stabilization of the economy. 


Why Timing Is Important 


Proper timing of public works can help 
to level off the peaks and fill in the valleys 
of the construction curve, To accomplish 
this purpose, it would be necessary to have 
plans on hand at all times for a consid- 
erable volume of necessary local, state and 
Federal projects, ready to go into opera- 
tion when private demand tapers off. 

Heretofore, public and private construc- 
tion have risen to a peak simultaneously, 
with the result that governments have been 
in competition with private business for 
men and materials, a competition reflected 
in high building costs. 

In summary, I think the future of the 
construction industry is closely linked to 
the economy as a whole, of which it forms 
an important and vitally essential] part. 
Given a constantly expanding scale of pro- 
duction, an approach to full employment, a 
rising standard of living and the proper 
timing of public works, the effective de- 
mand for the products of construction pre- 
sents no foreseeable limits,

Indorses Proposals for MVA 


“If the Prospect Pieases,”’ by Ladd Haystead. (Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma Press, Norman, Okla.) 

Mr. Haystead, farm editor of Fortune 
Magazine and a pace-setting reporter of the 
American economic scene, in this book sur- 
veys the West, from the 100th meridian 
(Kansas City) to the coast, and evaluates 
its postwar outlook. 

He declares the West is neither a state 
of mind nor a stratum of society, but a 
definite area, with a wide diversification 
of economic interests, 

He reviews the many industries from cate 
tle-raising to movie-making and ship-build- 
ing. His report is not wholly optimistic, 
and not all designed to please the chambers 
of commerce and the tourist-guide writers. 

The West, an area of vast distances, 
acenic wonders, extensive natura] resources 
and lavish production, is still a land for 
young men of vision and willingness to 
work, he says. 

The West Coast and the Southwest 
gained thousands of new residents during 
the war years; the high plains and the Mis- 
souri valley states fewer. The writer en- 
visiong continued immigration after the 
war, but declares that how much the West 
prospers depends in large measure on what 
is done about such things as creating an 
MVA to control the destructive Missouri 
River, 

The idea of MVA, he declares, is not to 
create a new Pittsburgh or Detroit, but to 
electrify thousands of family-size farms, 
perhaps improve river navigation and open 
up vast new markets for existing manu- 
facturing establishments in other areas, 
He declares MVA also would stabilize agri- 
culture in the area where it now is de- 
pendent upon infrequent rains. 

Haystead puts emphasis on the need of 
a strong West as a bulwark of national! de- 
fense, and declares that MVA would be 
an important development to that end.

A Bloodless Version.

A Master Price. 


The price we pay for new cars 
is bound to have a lot to do with 
the pricing of all other postwar 
goods, such as refrigerators, flat- 
irons and 80 on. In a sense, the

i OPA had fixed new car prices 
at the level of 1942 models. The 
1942 models were produced in 
September and October of 1941. 
They were priced about 15 per 
cent above i941 models. 

There is, however, something of 
a catch to this. At OPA, they 
say the manufacturer has a choice 
of the 1942 price, or a 1941 price 
formula which will include added 
labor and material costs. In any 
event, according to OPA, prices 
should not be much more than 5 
per cent above 1942.

The international executive 
board of the United Auto Workers 
has voted to demand a 30 per cent 
Wage increase from the entire in- 
dustry.

In other words, 
UAW demands the same pay for 
a 40-hour week as workers got for 
a 48-hour week, which with over- 
time pay, was equivalent to 
hours a week.

“We were kept at Penang for 
four months, and enlisted men 


were frequently made to witness 
the mistreatment of their offi- 
cers,” he continued. “Other men 
told me they had seen our skipper, 
Lt. Comdr. J, A. Fitzgerald under- 
gro the water treatment and other 
brutatities in attempts to obtain 
information, 

“At Offuna, outside Yokohama, 
where some of us were taken in 
October, we were Kept in solitary 
confinement for almost two 
months. We were allowed out 


den to talk to each other at any 
time, Any infraction of this rule 
was punished with the usual beat- 
ings. 

“On Dec. 3 we were taken to 
Omori. The treatment there varied 
from fair to bad with the fre- 
quent changes of camp command- 
ant. We loaded food on cars in 
the Tokyo railroad yards during 
the days, and managed to steal a 
little extra to keep ourselves fairly 
strong.” 

First rumors of the end of the 
war reached them on Aug. 15, 
Russell said, Navy planes dropped 
food and clothing Aug. 23, and 
on Aug. 29 Navy barges came 
ashore and removed the prisoners 
to a hospital ship. 

Russell, 21 years old, enlisted 
shortly after Pearl Harbor, and 
joined the Grenadier in March 
1944. He was reported missing in 
action in May 1943, and listed as 
a prisoner of war a year later. He

Essentially, that is the argument 
of the Montgomery pamphlet. it 
argues that profits per unit have 
been enormously increased and 
will be further increased as pro- 
ductivity is necessarily stepped up 
for an economy of full employ- 
‘ment.

A teapot, coffeepot, two salvers 
and a porringer made by Eight- 
eenth-Century American  &Silver- 
‘smiths have been added to the 
Americana collection at the City 
Art Museum, it was announced 
today by museum officials.

OST people think of sandwich 
M fillings as spreads rather than 

as whole slices of foods whose 
flavors combine only in the eat- 
ing. The siices of tomato and of 
olives are so attractive that it 
would be nice to serve this sand- 
wich on bread triangles open-face 
style to be combined later as you 
eat them. It is certainly no trouble 
to arrange these open-face sand- 
wiches around a mound of potato 
salad and children always respond 
so to little changes like this that 
smack of a party style. By cut- 
ting your large slices of tomato 
in four sections and cutting your 
bread slices into fours, you might 
use the same idea for tea sand- 
wiches. The use of parsley leaves 
rather than lettuce in your sand- 
wich ups the nutritive value con- 
siderably. It is a trick you should 
use often as both the texture and 
flavor of parsley is superior to 
that of lettuce for sandwich mak- 
ing. 

Olive and Tomato Sandwich. 


Eight slices whole wheat bread, 
four tablespoons mayonnaise, one 
small jar stuffed olives, leaves of 
a small bunen of parsley, one to- 
mato, sliced, 

Spread bread with mayonnaise. 
Slice olives in thin rings and press 
over entire surface of four slices 
of bread. Put a layer of parsley 
leaves on remaining four. slices. 
Put bread. slices together with 
thin slices of tomato between. 

Here is an idea for a fruit salad 
dressing that does not use any of 
your precious red points. Combine 
one-half cup peannt butter with 
one-half cup evaporated milk and 
stir in a little lemon juice, salt 
and honey.

The Treachery of Fear 


HE physician more than any- 
7 one else is in a position to see 

the ravages of fear and appre- 
hension as applied to medicine. 
This covers a multitude of sins so 
I will pick a few out of the grab- 
bag to illustrate the fallacy of 
fear, : 

Chief Offender: The person that 
is firmly convinced he or she is 
sick when all physical checkups 
that are sound and scientific say 
they are not.

Expansion of the program of 
parks and playgrounds will help 
to stop the trend of community 
decay and make neighborhoods 


now suffering from blight more 
attractive to home owners, Direc- 
tor of Public Welfare Henry 5.

OUTH’S bid in today’s deal 
§ wes so bad that even after 
two tricks were handed to him 
by the defenders, he still suffered 
an 800-point penalty. 
West, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
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The bidding: 

West North East South 
lspade Pass 3spades 4clubs 
Double Pass Pass Pass 

Before we get around to what 
happened to South in his four- 
club contract, it is worth observ- 
ing that West would have had his 
work cut out for him to make 
four spades. He might easily have 
lost two hearts, a diamond and 
the trump queen. 

However, admitting for the sake 
of argument that the four-spade 
contract would have been fulfilled, 
for game and rubber, it stfil is a 
fact that South stretched his neck 
outrageously. His seven-card suit 
was so far from solid, quite aside 
from the ace and king, that there 
was certainly no assurance it 
would produce five winners. But 
let’s waive that point also—let’s 
magnaminously concede that 
South could expect five tricks in 
clubs. The only reasonably sure 
winner was the heart ace, which 
brought his total to six tricks. 
Thus, to sacrifice against what 
looked like (but which might not 
be) a game for the opponents, 
South practically committed hime 
self to a four-trick, 1100-point pen- 
alty. Is it necessary to say that 
a sacrifice of this nature is not 
a sound investment? 

Actually, four clubs should have 
been defeated five tricks, but the 
defense slipped, and badly. West 
led the ace and jack of spades, 
and a third round which South 
ruffed. The diamond queen was 
returned, and West, reading it as 
a singleton, not only put up the 
ace but shifted to hearts. East 
lost his king when declarer 
played low from dummy, and the 
defenders took no heart tricks! 
They later booted one of their 
trump tricks (when West over- 
ruffed South instead of merely 
discarding) and thus the contract 
was down only 800 points. Only!
